The only component of the Argentine Army which is actually 
armed is the Permanent Army, the othsr components are unarmed and 
unorganized and the strength is estimated, except the provincial, 
territorial and munioipal police of Buenos Aires. 

The e has been little attempt on the part of the Argentine 
Government to keep up the training of the Reserve and the 
National or Territorial Guard, and oonsequently the training of 
the men in these orgenizations who have served their term in the 
Permanent Army deteriorates rapiuly as time goes on. 

In time of mobilization it is probable that the organizations 
formed from the Reserve and National and Territorial Guard would 
have to undergo considerable training before they would be 
available for field service. 

The police from the City of Buenos Airas, the provinces and 
territories would probably be of but little value in time of war 
as conbat organizations. 

About one third of the available man power wi.o reach 30 
years of age are taken into the Army each year, the remainder 
reoeive no military training during their oarser. ;

General Provisions 


Every citizen, native or naturalized when he becomes 18 
years of age is obligad to enroll. The enrollment will bea 
made in one of the Military Distriots, of which there are 61, 
and in the oivil registry office of the Republio which 
corresponds to his domicile, and will be considered as enroll-— 
ment offices. 

Argentine citizens resident in foreign countries will be 
enrolled in the consulatss which for this purnose will be 
considered as enrollment offices. 

The respective districts wili make the enrollment of 
oitizens confined or serving punishments, who might be in 
jails, panitenoiaries and prisons. 

The enrollment will be made within three months after arriv- 
ing at tne age of eightsen. 

The enrollment will b2 under the charge of the military 
authorities on whom will depend the oivil registry officas. 
The enrollment "oedula" with the somplate folders without 
amendments or erasures, oconstitues a personnel identification 
doomment and should be produced when necessary; it will 
oontain the finger prints, also tne photograph. 

The municipal authorities of the Federal Capital, of the 
proviness and territories, and the justices of pesce in their 
raspesctive jurisdictions, where there are such authoritiss, 
will make knowm in January of each year, to their respective 
comuanders that the male oitizens wno may errive at 18 years 
of age should enroll, in what offices,and the penalty inourred 
for not so doing. 

The registries will ramain open tus entirs year for the 
enrollment of new citizens, or thess who were uct able to do 
so before, without incurring peneltics.. 

Pavant,guardians or administrators aré oblised to take 
notice of tne enrollment cf their mincr sons, wards or 
Gepsndants who ars incapable.

Enroliment. 


Military service is accomplished by classes. These classes 
are formed by the citizens born between the first of January 
to the 3lst of December of each year. 

Service in each clase is computed from January first of 
the year,when the oltizen attains hig 30th birtiday, and lasts 
25 years,so thut it terminates on the dlat of December of the 
year that he becomes 45 years of age. 

Citizens who no longer belong to the Army of the Line, as 
they have becone 30 years of age, shall enter the National 
Guard in their respective provinoes and territories. 

The citizens who no loner belong to the National Guard as 
they have becone 40 years of age, will enter the Territorial 
Guard until December Slst of the year when they become 45 years 
of age. 

Every oitizen,on enrollment,is obliged to present legal 
documents proving his age, otherwise it will be fixed arbitrarily 
by the authorities in charge of the enrollment.

The officers and nenoommissioned officers of the Reserve 
of the Permanent Army shall enter the Naticnal Guard with their 
rank, when because of their ag@ they leave the permanent arny. 
Thay cannot be Obiigzed to serve in the National Guard with an 
inferior rank to that held in the TS*erve, except when lost

Citizens in the Naticnal Guar: ars required to aocornpligsh 
four periods of instruction with a maximum duration of 15 days 
each one, during the time that they are membe:8 of the Naticnal 
Guard, in the mannor provided for by the Executive Power. 

For the purpose: of their instruction, the National Govern— 
ment shall lend its assistance +o the provincial governments. 

The provincial governments shall appoint an inspector 
general of militia to take onarge of the imuedizete supervision 
of the instruction of the national and territorial GUsrds. 
The duty of thie official shall be to make reports to the 
Ministry of War on the result of the enrollment, organization 
of units, appoint’ 8 offioors, state of and rasults obtained by 
instruction, eta. 

The National Executive Power decides on methods for 
provision of arwanint, equipment and upkeep of the National Guard 
when it is called up for instruction.

The Territorial Guard is oowposed of: 


1° The officers of the Territorial Guara aprointed by 
the Provincial Governments in each provinoe, and 
the Executive Power in the oapital of the Republic 
and Nationsl Tertitoriss. 


3° Officers and noncommissioned offiocrs from the 
National Guard, (whe enter the Territorial Guard with 
the same renk as in the National Gua‘d),and if their 
nunber is insufficient, the total required shall be 
mads up with oitizens satisfying the conditions reauin 
ed by the Executive Power in the capital of the 
Rerublic and the National Territories.

The Federal Government has authority over only the per- 
sonnel of the Vire Brigade, Security Squadron, Infantry Guards 
vend police of the Pederal Capital and National Territories 
through the Minister of the Interior but has nothing to do with 
the same personnel of the provinces, for they depend on their 
respective Governors. 


In general the greater part of the men employed in these 
services are Reserves and the rest Netional Guards or Terri- 
torial Guards so in case of mobilization they would be incor- 
porated in their respective units unless exemyted for police 
duty.

The conscripts are trained less than nine months. ‘that train- 
ing ranges from teaching 20;, of them to read ond write , to 
field manoeuvres. ‘the time is too short to thoroughly accom- 
plish the »vrogram, however the Argentine an c.dapts himself 
easily to military life end at the end of 9 months the result 
is a fairly well trained soldier. Wo opportunity has existed 
to observe the Jiational Guard and Territorial Guard except 
approximately 4,000 reserves of the men who served in the Army 
in 1926 who wexe colled for 30 days service in 1927. <As they 
had been only nine months out of the Army they were not typical 
of the average Uational and Territorial guardmen. 


The Gendarmerie and police of the Federal Capital are 
fairly well trained, loyal and ,«fficient. Special mention 
should be made of the "Hscuodron de Seguridad" ‘This unit ranks 
Vwell with the best cavalry regiment in the jrmy. It is an 
excellent organization. 


The Yrovincial territorial police and jail guards have 
had little training .nd their combat efficiency is very low. 


of the neighboring countries Chile stends highest in 
combat efficiency ond man for man is probably superior to Arge 
entina. Ina war however Argentina is far superior in man 
cower and funds to buy armament and equimnent. Brazil comes 
next. Man for man Brazil's average is well below Argentina. 
Brazil however has eight million white population und those 
of Rio Grande del Sud are of practically the same characteristics 
as the srgentines. ‘Their combat efficiency duc to internal 
strife is estimeted as well below Argentina.

is smell and soorly equiyped but on the other hand history 
shows them versonnlly to be very breve ond can stand many hard- 
shins.
